MASS MEETING OF TUB TEXTILES 


WORKERS. 


A mass meeting was held in Evans' Hall 


last Saturday evening, under the auspices of 
the Textile 
Workers Union of America, 


which has espoused the cause of the striking 
weavers of Steels' mills. 
Tbe hall was 


crowded to its full capacity. The meeting 
was called to order by Edward A. Thornton, 
the national president of the Union, who 
briefly st .ted the object sought to be attained. 
The first speaker was J. E. Smith of Phila 
delpliia. 
Mr. Smith said in part: 


"The striking weavers of this town have a 


just cause. 
iVe, as fellow-workingmen, 


know that you are the lowest paid class ol 
highly-skilled labor in the country. 1 know 
that the firm of Edward T. Steel K Co. pays 
its weavers less wages than any other mill 
in the country for the same class of goods. 
Aud what excuse have they for so doing f 
They have all the advantages of city mills, 
can get their goods lo market just as clieaply, 
aud in addition they are tax tree. 


"As tar as we can ascertain Edward T. 


Steel ii Co. pay lower wages than any other 
mill proprietors in the United States." 


Mr. Smith closed his address by introduc- 


ing John Tomlinson, secretary and organ- 
izer of Die Textile Workers' Union. 
Mr. 


Tomlinson was introduced to speak about 
the comparison of wages paid to weavers in 
tliis country and England, but he bad 
neglected to bring the schedule of English 
wages, and was tiierel'ore unable to speak 
authoritatively upon tlie subject. 


Much to tlie disappointment, of thu largo 


audience, Mr. Tomlmson turned to th( ques- 
tion of o>-ganLBa.iioB And mgoll U|J tu. tile 
Bristol mill workers the necessity of form- 
ing a council of the Textile Workers' Union. 
It cannot be said that he aroused much 
enthusiasm, because the minds of the people 
were set upon a thorough ventilation of the 
subject of wages, and they had no time to 
waste upon organizations. 
Mr. Tomhnson 


took up so much time that when the meet- 
ing closed no definite course of action had 
been decided upon.

The same jourua 
repoitsthat "interest on the part of the 
buy* rs has beou mainly iu foreign wools, 
and i hat in Boston "the sales of Austra- 
lian wool have surpassed any previous 
recoid." Why? Because foreigners un 
derst 11 the American wool growers even 
at pi esent low prices. 


TJiat trade newspaper also reports tha1 


"some of our large Philadelphia woo. 
houses have sent their buyers into Canada 
recently, and there has been some largo 
bloclv8 of wool taken up aud conservative 
estimates are made that 1,000,000 poundi 
of Canadian wool have come to Philadel- 
phia within tho past two weeki." It ap- 
pears therefore that the Australians and 
Canadians are receiving some benefit from 
the fie-, wool tariff. 
But thereis nothing 


excipt wailing and gnashing of teeth in 
the 1'nited States. A few foreign woo] 
houses may increase their commissions, 
but t liiil is all the gain so far visible here 
to compare with a direct yearly loss of 
$135,000,000 and an indirect loss that 
makes up another large sum. 


A GOOD ENGLISH DILL. 


Tin re can be no doubt whatever that 


owing tn the relief that has been givenln 
the i eduction or the total abolition of im- 
port duties will bo of great advantage to 
manv English manufacturers, and as a 
cons, quence to those whom they employ. 
Of course the advantage to England from 
the new tariff will be felt principally in 
the iuanuracturing centers, such as Brad- 
ford, Huddersfield and the neighborhood, 
whei ti the McKinley tariff wrought so 
much harm. We may expect in Hull to 
gain something from increased shipment 
of goods, and so far as we can judge we 
shall not have long to wait. Among the 
free roods we find certain kinds of iron 
and 'tteel, mineral waters, agricultural 
implements and machinery of various 
kinds, including threshing machines. 
This 13 good for England, because provis- 
ion is mode that there shall be a duty of 
50 pei cent, on these things if they are im- 
ported from countries that impaao n duty 
on Ilk a articles from the United States. 
There ought under this clause to be at 
once an impetus in the manufacture of 
agricultural implements. Salt and tal- 
low nre also to bo imported free. Woods 
of various kinds are to be imported with 
out charge, and while some wools are ex- 
empted from duty, there are other kinds 
on v, liich there is a great reduction, so 
that English manufacturers will be able 
to compete, as they did before the passage 
of the McKinley tariff, with the'r com- 
petitors In America.—Hull Daily News, 
Aug. 17,1894.

GO THB WAGES. 


Tin M»t« ftUlurt In St. Louia Announce 


ft Reduction. 


A redaction of the wages in the rolling 


department of the tin plate works of the 
St. Louis Stamping company was an- 
nounced Oct. 1. When asl-d what neces- 
sitated the cut Mr. Thomas Niedringhaus 
stated that it was due to the reduced duty 
on tin in the Wilson bill. 


Said Mr. Niedringhaus: "Under the 


McKinley bill tha duty afforded us a pro- 
tection estimated at 75 per cent. The Wil- 
son bill affords protection of only 85 per 
'cent. In order to meet this we were com- 
pelled to reduce the wages of the rollers, 
catchers, doubters and heaters, in all 
•bont 300 men."

"Tim Times is sorry to know that a 


iiecesvty exists forclosing down McKees- 
port'a t ii mills. The tariff changes on tin 
make It necessary to cheapen production 
and the manufacturers claim that this* 
cheapening process must be brought about 
by a n dnction of wages. Naturallly the 
tin makers are opposed to a reduction in 
their pay and the manufacturers all over 
the country have decided to close up their 
tin nulls until such time as lower wages 
shall rule, or some change is made in the 
tariff. It is hoped that the differences be- 
tween the manufacturers and employes 
may bo adjusted upon some basis in the 
near future that will be fair to both sides 
and that the mills may be started again. 


"Tht temporary cessation of tin making 


in this city, however, may not mean that 
the whole of the United States Iron and 
Tin Manufacturing company's plant will 
be clonud indefinitely. The mill enjoys a 
good trade in sheet iron and sheet steel, 
wLich it built up independent of tho tin 
business, and that department of the 
works will undoubtedly be kept In opera- 
tion an long as other sheet !ron mills are 
In motion. 


"Tho closing of the tin mill Is much re- 


gretted, and it forms a convincing argu- 
ment «((aiust the mongrel tariff policy of 
tho Democratic party, but Demmler will 
not be paralyzed so long as the sheet iron 
fciills remain there.

newspaper men who were at Johnstown. 
Once a yes r the survivors of this active 
troop of correspondents coma togethei for 
a reunion and to revive the friendships 
formed oo the flooded field. 
General 


Hastings ii their first honorary member, 
and his good wife, who participated so 
gonerouslj in the relief work, is the sec- 
ond. Thei r meetings each year have thus 
far been held in New York, Philadelphia, 
Pittsburg nnd Johnstown, The latest re- 
union was at the Union League in Phila- 
delphia, where it was determined to go to 
Harrisburj' next year on the anniversary 
of the Hood. General Hasting, as gover- 
nor, will doubtless be found at the head 
of the tabl-. 


The president of the Johnstown Corre- 


spondents' association this years is J. 
Hampton Moore, of the Philadelphia 
Ledger, the vice president is Colonel Con- 
nelly, of Pittsburg, and the secretary and 
treasurer in John J. Curley, of Philadel- 
phia. Colonel Connelly is a member of 
Governor Pattison's staff, and Mr. Curley 
has just been appointed recorder of deeds 
of Philadelphia by the governor.

THE PHEE WOOL 
JTAI.I.ACY. 


With but oue dissenting vote, cast by a 


Democrat, the Ohio Wool Growers' asso- 
ciation, in thirteenth annual convention 
at Columbus, last Tuesday adopted a pro- 
test against free wool that is replete with 
eltfnificaaco. So sharp aud keen is it that 
we are pernuadcd to republish it entire. 


"l"'or over seventy-eight years," it says, 


"there have been high tariff duties, more 
or less protective, upon wool. The Gor- 
man law not only denies wool growers the 
benefit of a tariff for revenue, but places 
wool on the free list, though not one citi- 


zen, 
by petition to congress, asked it. Un- 


til President Cleveland's free wool mes- 
sage of December, 1887, all political par- 
ties favored protection for the wool in- 
dustry. The price of foreign wool imports 
is now so low that without protective 
tariffs American wool growers cannot suc- 
cessfully compote with them. Free wool 
as a permanent policy would substantially 
destroy the American wool industry and 
in a large measure annihilate the capital 
invested therein. Thj threat of free wool 
has reduced the value of our 45,000,000 
sheep nearly $70,000,000, and reduced the 
price of wool clip of 1894 more than 
$30,000,000 below the njrinal under ade- 
quate protection. 
The Gorman law at- 


tack on agricultural interests is aggra- 
vated by the fact, that the odious whisky 
trust and the sugar trust and others are 
amply provided for and protection pro- 
fessedly if not actually adequate is given, 
to most of our manufacturing Industries, 
and free coal, iron ore and other raw ma- 
terials. Free wool is an infamous and 
odious discrimination and 
conspiracy 


against all oar agricultural industries. 


"As a permanent policy it would drive 


a million of wool growers from sheep hus- 
bandry into increased production of hay, 
wheat, corn, oats, cotton and other pro- 
duct], destroy our sheep, and reduce tho 
demand they would make for food and 
thus add to our existing overproduction 
and low prices the ruin of still further 
overproduction. This would take from 
all farmers a largo measuie of their just 
income and render them unable to patron- 
ize merchants, grocers, mechanics, schools 
and churches. All industrial and other 
classes would be involved in common dis- 
aster. Free wool is a blow to civilization 
and progress. Immense imports of low 
priced wools would supplant to a large 
extent the use of cotton, and thus bring 
disaster to the planters of the south. In 


1893 
the im ports for consumption of the 


third class wools were 133,197,581 pounds, 
at a valuation of 7.75 cents per pound, 


"Why is free wool thrust upon the 


country f Not one of all the senators who 
voted for the Gorman bill ventured to give 
any reason in support of free wool. Their 
silence is a confession of its injustice, and 
that it means ruin. It is a conspiracy with 
four purposes: (1) To add to existing 
over production of cereals, cotton and 
«fi.«. f„„„, nrnAnnra nnd still further ra- 
tface prices already ruinously Tow. (2) To 
alienate wool growers from the protective 
policy, and thus enlarge the policy of free 
trade. (3) With cheap foreign wool and 
protective duties on manufactures, to 
limit manufacturing to the eastern cities 
and New England states. (4) Its political 
purpose is to win to the Democratic-Gor- 
man party a few New England states, and 
punish the wool growing states. The pre- 
tense of cheaper clothing is false and 
fraudulent. 
With the destruction of 


American flocks and with manufactures 
limited to a narrow section, combinations 
and trusts would extort upon the people 
with a monopoly of wool and woolen 
goods. The government must have reve- 
nue. If not derived from duties the peo- 
ple will pay in some other form. The 
wool tariff yielded in 1893 $8,117,219. The 
Gorman bill surrenders the wool tariff 
revenue, but imposes five times greater 
burdens by a tariff tax on sugar of $40,- 
000,000 annually. 


"We indorse the doctrine an^cuneed by 


the national grange that while protection 
is accorded to any industry, it should also 
be to wool. Full and adequate protection 
for the wool industry would soon increase 
our 45,000,000 sheep to a required 110,000,- 


000, 
furnishing 650,000,000 pounds of wool 


annually—all needed, and we would im- 
port none. This would save an annual ex- 
port of gold of $60,000,000 or more to buy 
foreign wool from countries which take 
substantially nothing from us in return 
but gold. It would keep our finances on 
a solid basis. It would make such an in- 
creased demand for pasturage, hay, oats 
and corn as to increase these products and 
thus secure fair prices. It would enlarge 
the resources of more than 30,000,000 of 
the agricultural classes, and thus by their 
patronage to other classes give prosperity 
to ah. 


"It has been proved that no foreign 


wool is needed to mix with ours for suc- 
cessful manufacture. What, then, shall 
small wool e-rowers do? The free wool
